MANUFACTURES. 


ITrec Haw Material* Have Enabled Cs to 


Sell In Foreigrn Markets. 


The exports of manufactured goods 


freoi the United Starts for the fiisE eight 
months of 1^95 were of the value of 
$129,440,864 as against $118,000,000 in 
the corresponding mouths of 1884. 
At 


this rate the exports of the entire year 
would auionm to $104,500,000. u a^in 
of §17,000,000 over tbe previous year. 
This isaboat $i 1,000,000 more than tho 


of any previous: year. In i 892 


onr exports of niaunfiictaed goods were 
oniv 15.03 per v^ut of onr total exports. 
Lastvear they were 23.14 per cent. 


This year's experts shir.v a large in- 


crease iu agricnHm-ai implements, ma- 
chinery, chem;cal»; iccuaotives, sewing 
machines, boots and shoes, refined min- 
eral oil and mannfactnrers of tobacco. 
The increase in the exports of locomo- 
tives approximates 200 per cent. In 
some -of tbe artielss the exports as yet 
are small, but the figures show a hand- 
some percentage of growth. In others 
the exports run Tip to many millions. 


Tho protectionists have a good deal 


to say about the increase of imports and 
the falling off of agricultural exports, 
whscfe lass is dne to short crops, bufc are 
disorsst-lj- silciit with reference to the 
increase of onr ruantifacraring exports, 
which demonstrates the ability of many 
marmf act-urers that are highly protected 
to compete in the markets of the world. 
This ability has been strengthened great- 
ly fc" the sew tariff, which has given 
oar manufacturers cheaper materials. 
The manufacturers themselves are com- 
ing to a realization of the need of -wider 
markets. To secure these more is neces- 
sary than cheap production. Many of 
our consuls report that what is chiefly 
needed is a more ca.Tful study of the 
needs of foreign markets, so as to pro- 
duce goods that are adapted to the tastes 
and habits of those who consume them.
